Never for one moment has the pre¬ 
sent administration lost hope of in¬ 
cluding prominently in the statutes 
of this Province a measure to amend 
the Vancou>»er Island Settlers’ Rights 
Act of 1904, and for the thinl time 
since the Government took office In 
1916 the Hon. William Sloan.

Not Lengthy. 

The report, which is not a lengthy 
one. after mentioning the subjects on 
which advice -was requested by the 
Government of Canada, deals with 
the question of a Canadian navy 
under a number of specific heads. It 
mentions that naval assistance In the 
shape of cruisers, destroyers and 
other small vessels rendered durlnc 
the last eighteen months of the war 
by the United States was of great 
help in the Institution of the system 
of protecting trade by convoy, and 
that without this help* Great Britain 
would only have been able to use con¬ 
voys to a sufficient extent to meet 
' the submarine menace by abandoft- 
ing some of her overseas expeditions. 

Four Suggestions. 

Four suggestions ranging from a 
126,000,000 fleet to one costing |6.- 
000.000 are tnade by Admiral Jellicoe 
In his report. Although he does not 
state specifically what would be the 
cost of the fleet recommended for 
Canada as given above, he includes 
a table in his report which shows 
the cost of the various vessels men¬ 
tioned. It places the cost of a bat- > 
tiecruiser at £4.000,000. or approxi¬ 
mately $20,000,000, and that of a 
light cruiser at approximately $2.- 
500,000. 

He emphasises the importance of 
air work In the navy, stating that any 
navy to be complete must possera Its 
proper complement of aircraft/ 

aT Board. 

Under the heading of "administra¬ 
tion," the report states that "It is im¬ 
possible to omit mention of the im¬ 
mense advantages that result from 
keeping the naval service out of the 
region of party polltlos." It recom¬ 
mends the administration of the navy 
by a Canadian Naval Board, more or 
less along the lines of the Militia 
Council at present In existence. It ex¬ 
presses the view that there should be 
a Minister for the naval service and 
exclusively responsible for that ser¬ 
vice, and that the other seafaring af¬ 
fairs should be conducted by another 
Minister,. The Minister of Naval Af¬ 
fairs would be responsible to Parlia¬ 
ment and the administration pro¬ 
posed would place the final control 
of the navy under civil authority.

F. A, McDiarmid Demands 
Fee From A. C. Burdick for 
Johnson St. Bridge Move 


British GJvernment About to 
Allow German Correspond- 
' ents to Come 


A thousand-dollar legal fee is the 
subject of an action launched in 
Vancouver by F. A. McDiarmid, bar¬ 
rister of Vancouver, against Arthur 
C. Burdick, broker, of Victoria. The i 
amount is claimed for professiana] 
services under on alleged verbal 
agreement thus described in the 
statement of claim: 

"The defendant.ttgraed to pay the 
plaintiff $t.900 if thq plaintiff In a1 
written opinion pointed out some i 
metivid of getting the Johnson Htreet I 
bridge matter before the court with¬ 
out first obtaining a flat from the 
Attorney-General.’* 

According to Mr. McDiarmid, the 
proposed method had to meet with 
tJie approval of Nell Mackay, a Vic¬ 
toria lawyer, that it was worth try¬ 
ing. The plaintiff alleges that he 
gave tne opinion, that Mr. Mackay 
was suMsfied and that Mr. Mackay 
subsequently brought the matter be¬ 
fore the court by proceedings sub¬ 
stantially In accord with the written 
opinion. 

On January 28, following the plan 
outlined by Mr. McDiarmid, H, B. 
Robertson and Mr. Mackay brought 
action in the (Supreme Court against 
Premier Oliver, the Hon. Dr. King, 
and the Hon. John Hart. Cabinet 
Ministers, to force them to pay $lu7,- 
400 with interest for two years at 7 
[Aer cent. 

The lawyers, acting for Mr. Bur- 
diet, and other V'ictoriana whose 
names did not appear, claimed that 
the Government after taking 160 feet 
of waterfrontage at tne foot of 
Johnson Street by arbitration more 
than two years ago has refused to 
pay the $107,400 uwacdcd by the 
arbitrators and accepted' by all 
parties. 

The Government was Induced to 
expropriate the waterfrontage for 
the Johnson Street bridge, after 
aldermen and other representatives 
of the city had been dickering with 
the owners for some years. 

The arbitration was made by the 
Bowser Government, which went out 
of office before the award was paid. 
When the I.lboral Government came 
in the Executive Council refused to 
pay the award declaring the whole 
thing was only a deal between 
political frlend.«i to unload this 
property on to the Government. 

The owners for some time sought 
means of forcing the Government to 
pay up. Finally they came across 
Mr. McDiarmid who gave the dis¬ 
puted opinion. 


London, March 10.—Rt. Hon. Win¬ 
ston Churchill said in the House, of 
Commons last night that a request 
from a Berlin newspaper to be allow¬ 
ed to send a correspondent to Lon¬ 
don was being considered. It had 
been decided generally that news¬ 
paper representatives from former 
enemy countries, it not undesirable 
personally, might be admitted to the 
United Kingdom under suitable con¬ 
ditions. 

The House spent most of the even¬ 
ing discussing economy.

Insistent and denflnite objectloh to 
the exportation of British Columbia's 
saw logs for a period of ten yean 
was taken by the Leader of the Op¬ 
position, and hta supporters In the 
Legislature this afternoon. For more 
than two hours a lively discussion 
followed the Introduction of an 
amendment to the Forest Act by the 
Hon. T. D. Pattullo. which seeks to 
permit the Lleutenant-Govemor-ln- 
Council to authorise the release of 
unmanutoctured timber, under cer¬ 
tain conditions, until March SI. 1930. 
Apart from the fact that the amend¬ 
ment in question failed to Indicate 
the conditions under which this par¬ 
ticular clause would operate, Opposi¬ 
tion members confined their general 
criticism to the underlying principle 
which appeared to them to pave the 
way for American Interests to draw 
the bulk of their raw material from 
this Province and build up industries 
on the other side of the border at the 
expense of similar Industrial expan¬ 
sion In British Columbia. * 

Losing Her Heritage. 

In the opinion of Mr. Bowser the 
amendment struck at the root of one 
of the moat important Industries In 
this Province, and virtually sought to 
deliver her natural heritage Into the 
arms of American enterprise. The 
Leader of the Opposition contended, 
and he wa^kupported by other Con¬ 
servative members, that there should 
be a check-string In the amendment 
that would very materially curtail 
the period In which a more or less 
wholesale policy of exporfhtlon could 
be carried on without regard to local 
Industry.

FROM ITS OEATHBED 


6. C. Federation of Labor, I 
After Ten Years, Converted 
to Industrial Union 


The final section of the K C. | 
Federation of Labor Convention took 
place yesterday, and now the orsan- 
Ixatlon Is no longer functioning. 
The delegates with the few Inter¬ 
national exceptions, returned to their 
homes with the expressed Intention 
of consolidating the Qpe iilg Union. 
Thus it dies after a decade. 

The Resolution. 

Before the close yesterday the 
Soviet Form of Govemroeni, came In 
tor attention, considerable and heat¬ 
ed discussion following, on the Intro¬ 
duction by a resolution by delegate 
W. E. Peirce. Mr. Peirce's resolution 
was worded as follows: 

"Whereas is has been stated at the 
trial of the Winnipeg strike leaders 
that the O.B.U. Is an Illegal organl- 
xAtlon. and that the advocacy of a 
Soviet Form of Ooveroment Is sedi¬ 
tion. "And whereas we claim the 
right as citlxens of Canada to form 
any organisation and advocate any 
system of Goverhmept that w'e con¬ 
sider as best In the interests of the 
people. Therefore bo resolved: 
That this convention re-afflrm ap¬ 
proval of the Russian SovJet Form 
of Government, stated at last year's 
convention. « 

"We claim that It represents, both 
In principle and practice, the most 
democratic Form of Government yet 
Introduced, and we advooite its ad¬ 
option in Canada as early as 
possible." 

The Motion Adoptod. 

After prolonged and diversified 
discussion Mr. Peirce’s resolution as 
quoted above was thrown out by the 
meeting, and another resolution ad¬ 
opted to a milder effect The new 
resolution advocated the sending of 
greetings to Soviet Russia, and the 
workers' movements of the world. 

The resolution as adopted, says: 

"Whereas, holding the belief in the 
ultimate supremacy of the working 
class In matters economic and politi¬ 
cal, and that the light of modem de¬ 
velopments have proved that the 
legitimate aspirations of the labor 
movement are repeatedly obstructed 
by the exlsUpg political forms, dear¬ 
ly showing the capitalistic nature of 
the parliamentary machinery; 

"This convention expresses its open 
conviction that the system of Indus¬ 
trial soviet control by selection of 
representatives from industries Is 
more efficient and of greater political 
value than the present system of 
government by selection from dis¬ 
tricts. 

‘This convention declares Its full 
ac'beptance of the principle of 'Prole¬ 
tarian Dictatorship* as being absolute 
and efficient for the transformation 
of capitalist private property to pub¬ 
lic or communal wealth. 

"The convention sends fraternal 
greetings to the Russian Soviet Gov- 
•mment, th» Spartacans in Germany 
and all definite working class move¬ 
ments in the world, recognising they 
have won first place in the history 
of the class struggle." 

A new resolution offering congrat¬ 
ulations to the Russian workers for 
carrying the revolution to that point 
where they became recognised by 
the Allied Powers, was submitted by 
Delegate Mc^uiea, but no one would 
second it. 

The PoHorn Hope. 

Considerable feeling still stirred 
the two Actions of the assembly, the 
O.B.U. element greatly predomina¬ 
ting. Delegates Hoover and Cowglll. 
backed -by their small following, of 
International adherents, made an 
eleventh hour stand against the ^Ag¬ 
gressive and radical forces." | 

Having broken up tho B.(k Feder¬ 
ation of Labor, what constructive 
idea had the assembly to put forward 
they asked what had become of the 
"common ground" that the O.B.U. 
faction themselves recommended 
early In the session. 

Delegate Cowglll crossed swords 
with Delegate Mldgeley over certain ! 
statements made by the latter, and 
the two treated each other to a sharp 
period of recrimination. Chairman j 
Cottrell recalled the assembly to ' 
order. 

The Minister of Labor. 

Minor resolutions were discussed 
and passed. One dealing with the 
suggested resignation of Hon. Gideon 
Robertson. Dominion Minister of 
ZiObar, for alleged unfair action In 
connection with the recent labor dis¬ 
putes did not receive the support of 
the assembly. 

The resolution was given the 
veto mainly on account of the fact ^ 
that, as Delegate Ml^gley stated, the 
Labor Party reeolutfon would have 
no effect anyway. Mr. Mldgley said 
that Senator Robertson was but a 
paid servant In the employ of the 
Oovemment. and the only remedy 
that would be of any use to the 
workers of the country would be 
when they got rid of the present 
form ef Government, constitutionally, 
of course, he assured the meeting. 

The meeting gave approval of the 
six-hour day. and registered a com¬ 
plaint at the delay of the Provincial 
Government in threatening to give 
'the eight-hour day bill a hoist for 
six months. 

The meeting sent greetings to R. 
R. Russell, recently convicted of se¬ 
dition during the Winnipeg strike. 

The main business of the conven¬ 
tion being over, the delegates dis¬ 
banded, and so ceased the B. C. 
Federation of Labor as constituted, 
giving place to the new Industrial 
onr^lsc^tion. the One Big Union.

Dream of Centuries. 

’**rhese fourteen points did not be¬ 
long to any one nation, but to all of 
the allied peoples—they were the 
crystallization of the desires and 
longings that wore in peoples' minds. 
The held out the promise of i new 
order of things—new bottles for new 
wine—what was characterlze<l as a 
league of nations. This was not a 
new Idea, but Was the ot^-workmg 
of a dream of statesmen for centuries 
past. 

"The nations sent the )>est they had 
to the peace conference. They were 
nut all of one mind. Some held to 
the ideal of world democracy, while 
others held firmly to the old estab¬ 
lished <irder of things. From the be¬ 
ginning new and unexpected prob¬ 
lems arr>se. The interests of separ¬ 
ate nations began to develop. •an<l 
Clemenceau was tho one man "who 
saw when this peace progrtimine was 
submitted, that every nation must 
recognize the fact that it meant for 
all sacrifice. 

Calls League Worthy ideal. 

“But Iho nations were not willing 
to make sacrifices. France demand¬ 
ed that a permanent barrier be estah- 
llahed between herself and Oermnn.v 
in the shape of an interallied army, 
but the delegates, prlnoi|»aIIy the 
Americans held that that was con¬ 
trary iQ the programme. France de¬ 
manded that Germany must pay 
every cent the war had cost. The 
American delegates opposed this de¬ 
mand, and Incurred the dl.spleasure 
of France. In spite of the opposition 
of its enemies, the league of nations 
was regarded by the majority of the 
delegates as the way to keep the 
world In peace, and thus satisfy that 
drfam and demand of the peoples 
that we shall not have this horror 
or war always hanging over us. It Is 
an Ideal worth striving for."

As a 
matter of fact, this was the only way 
the public could find out before hand 
wh.'xt action the Council Intended to 
take. Other matters were not open 
to the public. 

“Tn matters of public welfare,'* she 
declared, "everything Is gained and 
nothlng^ost by publicity. The pub¬ 
lic should have ample warning of all 
these things before hand, as the (,tty 
Council is elected to execute the will 
of the people and not to exercise 
autocratic control. The Council 
comptnins of the loss of public In¬ 
terest in civit* affairs.

at the capture of Kertch and Tenl- 
kale. and the reduction of Kinbum, 
at the mouth of the Dnieper.

sey for two years. His next ship 
was the depot ship Hibernia at Mal¬ 
ta. an old llne-of-battleship of Nel¬ 
son's time, carrying 104 guns, the 
last flagship of Earl Sl Vincent, who 
I was on board the vessel in the block- 
I ade of Brest. Owing to the illness 
! of the commander of the gunboat 
Growler, Lieutenant Curtis went 
from Malta in command of this ves¬ 
sel. and made a cruise in her to 
Tripoli and Bongazl in connection 
with the overland telegraph line to 
India.
